CLARE, Mich. — Carloads of teen-agers, 
young adults and a few grown-ups sat along a 
darkened, desolate road east of here last night 
waiting tor a glimpse of the "ghost light" that 
has been reported sighted nearly every night 
for the last three weeks. 

The only light they saw was a red flasher 
atop a State Police car sent to the area for the 
fourth straight night to control the traffic. 

For the last few days rumors of light in the 
sky and flying saucers have multiplied in this 
normally stable community about 20 miles 
north of Mt. Pleasant. It has taken time for the 
reports to catch on, but today nearly all of the 
community's 2,<00 citiiens are at least aware 
that something is happening. • 


. Clare, at the junction of 1-75, US-10 and US- 
27, dubbed itself many years ago "the gateway 
to the north." Many of its hard-working adults 
make their livelihoods from passing tourists, 
and its teen-agers earn spending money in one 
of the numerous gas stations, restaurants and 
shops. 

WHEN THE SIGHTINGS were first reported 
three weeks ago the town dismissed them as a 
prank dreamed up by local high school stu¬ 
dents. . . i 

But almost every night since then more and 
more people have claimed they have "seen the 
light." 

The sighters say it comes at various times 
from 9:30 p.m. to 4 a.m. but always in the 
same general area — on Herrick Road, a 


gravel road which parallels 1-75 five miles east 
of here. 

State Police troopers Charles ludwick and 
Lon Kenny! of the Mt. Pleasant post, have 
spent the last four nights patrolling the area. 

"Cars with light watchers started to get 
heavy Saturday night," Ludwick said. "We re¬ 
ceived several complaints that they were 
blocking the road and speeding." 

The troopers' presence there unintentionally 
has given some credence to the saucer rumors. 

"I heard tonight that I had chased it at over 
100 miles an hour," the trooper said. 

“The only chasing I did was to chase a few 
kids away." 

Nineteen-year-old Kim Tyler and Linda 
Naugte, of Clare, were among the spectators 
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last night. They had ridden to the area on a 
motorcycle. 

“I SAW IT SUNDAY NIGHT,” Kim said. "It 
glowed and came over the freeway and was 
. heading right for us but some guy turned his 
headlights on and scared it off." . 

"I don't know if it is a flying saucer, but it 
. Isn't just our imagination," said Richard Reid, 
18, of Clare. "The only way I can describe it is 
trial it is a ghost light that appears and disap¬ 
pears." 

Richard and his brother Robert took their 
mother, Mrs. Barbara Reid, to Herrick Road 
Saturday night and made her a believer. 

.“It is the most weird experience I ever had," 
Mrs. Reid said. 

“The light first appears coming over a hill 
. near the expressway, then swoops down to¬ 


wards the first car that has its lights on. We' 
watched it come and when we started driving 
down the road it followed us.” 

FRANCIS H. BAUDER, of Flint, who owns a'c 
weekend cabin on Herrick Road, also is a be-' ! 
Iiever. v’ 

"Shortly after midnight Friday I went out¬ 
doors to see what all the cars were doing and* 
down the road I saw what I thought to be a me¬ 
teorite flash across the sky.”

A member of the Reading 
Police Department said that 
several members of the force saw 
the Northern Lights Wednesday 


evening, three strips of white 
lights. 

However, a Montgomery 
woman called the department 
and reported that her husband 
saw flashing red lights among the 
white stripes. Betty Steffy said 
that her husband was at her 
father’s house when he saw the 
object. He reported that it was 
•akin' to a large gray cloud and 
had red lights which flashed off 
and on occasionally. 

According to Steffy, the 
object traveled above the main 
street of Montgomery and then 
turned west. He said that he first 
spotted it coming from the 


southeast. 

Another Montgomery resident 
said that she heard the object, 
maintaining that it made a 
whistling noise, like it was- 
whiring through the air. 

The unusual story isn’t finished 
yet. 

Hillsdale City Police officers, 
John Henry and. Steven Baker, 
who were on duty Wednesday 
night, were "supposed" to have 
observed the flight of the "UFO" 
over Hillsdale with Van Horn. 

However, Henry said today 
that he did not even see Bud Van 
Horn Wednesday night, let alone 
a (lying saucer.

Scoff if you will, but a large group of scientists, re¬ 
searchers and other sane, sensible people take the subject of 
Unidentified Flying Objects seriously. 

In fact, about 1.0C0 of those people will attend the second 
Midwest UFO Conference here on June 12 to discuss such 
things as landing traces, government documentation, geo¬ 
magnetism and other matters related to what used to be 
called flying saucers. 

John F. Schuesslcr of O’Fallon. Mo., an engineer and 
president of the Missouri UFO Study Group, said he thinks 
it's too bad that people have stopped reporting UFOs be¬ 
cause of fear of ridicule. 

IN MORE THAN 40 per cent of all sightings in this area, 
Schuesslcr said, investigators have found an object really 
was there in the sky without any explainable reason. 

Only one in 10 of the sightings is attributed to something 
commonplace, like a weather balloon, he noted, 
j The possibility of “extra-terrestial life" — of visitors 
Trom another planet — is one of the “plausible thcorums” 
that scientists are keeping an open mind about, Schuessier 
said. 

“Our galaxy of the Milky Way has literally millions of 
J places which could be habitable,” he noted, “but there is 
one hang-up: If someone is alive, how does he get here? 
Why bother with Earth? Makes you wonder. Are we an ex¬ 
periment for an alien’s term paper? Are we like &nU KTuti- 

rued by a superior form of life?" 


These fascinating questions straight out of science fiction 
are taken seriously by UFO investigators like Schuesslcr, 
who is an engineer for McDonnell Astronautics Co. 

“OUR GROUP could be called fatalistic,” he said. “We 
believe that if we organize well enough, we will get plausible 
answers within the next few years — scientific explanations 
which could make all our current knowledge of physics and 
space travel out-dated.”

Even the Air Force, which investigated UFOs for 21 
years, finally admitted in a book for cadets there is an “un¬ 
pleasant possibility of alien visitors or at least alien-con¬ 
trolled UFOs," Schuessier pointed out. He further advised 
keeping “an open and skeptical mind” on the subject of 
UFOs.

Often, of course, investigation has found a logical explan¬ 
ation for the sightings. For example, a woman near hysteria 
reported seeing “a spaceship with a huge revolving light” 
following a school bus one day in St. Louis County. When 
county police were called, they expiained they had been 
training helicopter pilots in that area and testing a search¬ 
light from the training craft. 

ANOTHER RECENT sighting of a brightly lighted object 
In the sky near O'Fallon, Schuessier said, turned out to be 
the planet Venus making its periodic appearance in the 
West. 

However, he recalled that in 1967, hundreds of Florissant 
residents reported seeing a lighted object which changed in 
color from orange to pink to red, flew toward earth at high 
speed, then stopped abruptly, turned ISO degrees and whizzed 
away. 

Two days later, some boys built a flying contraption out 
of a plastic clothes bag. with buttery lights, and set it off in 
the wind before calling police. When that object was re¬ 
vealed as a. hoax, people tended to write off the first sight¬ 
ing as a similar boyish prank, Schuesslcr said. 

'But scoffers ignore the fact that the first object was 
travelling against the wind," he noted, “and no balloon does 
that” 

As he and the serious-minded UFO studiers who will 
gather at Holiday Inn North, for the one-day conference 
June 12, lay - U makei you wonder • • • 
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An unidentified flying object, 
was sighted over Beckemeyer 
Monday night by a group of teen¬ 
agers and one adult.

‘Flying Saucer Hysteria’ Oyer, Scientist Says 


Tbe scientist who two years 
•go told the country not to 
Vory abrout the alleged threat 
of spaceships from alien planets 
sow is convinced that most 
Americans share his belief that 
tncy do not exist 
[ Edward P. Condon, a noted 
physicist who directed an Air 
, Force-supported study of uni- 
•denteified flying objects from 
1957 to 1953, said here yesterday 
that there was evidence that the 
“hysteria over , the flying sauc¬ 
er” was over. 

"If you go into your ncighbor- 
■ hood book store, you'll hardly 
find any books n flying saucers 
•anymore, not half as many as 
you will find on the equally silly 
subject of astrology," said Con¬ 
don. now a professor of physics 
at the University, of Colorado, 
Boulder. 

'Although the JtSO.Odd study 
’did aot disclose any hard evi¬ 
dence of UFO's. Condon said, 
it did provide "ah extraordin¬ 
ary Production to the errors 
' and eccentricities of what people | 
thought they saw.” 

, "Hundreds of people said they' 
saw little men looking out of 
spaceship windows when all 
they saw was a Russian satellite 
entering the atmosphere." 

7 Condon, who formerly eaught 
at Washington University, em¬ 
phasized that the investigation 
disclosed that most waited one 
to two days before reporting the 
existence of UFO's, 
t The physicist told an audience 
t>T about 100 at the University 
of Missouri in St. Louis that the 
. investigation became a study in 
mass psychology. 

1 “All an investigator could do 
was la" interview peo.ple on 
what they thought , they saw," 
Condon said. "And we all know 
the poor psychological reliabil¬ 
ity of depending on what people 
. thought they Sow.

of UFO stories began about 22 
years ago. “They were mainly 
fanned by a popular, exagger¬ 
ated press,” which he blamed 
for the continuation of the phe¬ 
nomenon through the mid-1960s.’ 

In an interview, he traced a 
pattern of UFO sightings in the 
Harrisburg, Pa., area to one of 
the local newspapers that con¬ 
sistently emphasized stories of 
their alleged existence. “It had 
one kook reporter who wrote 
them and one kook editor who 
printed them.” 

‘Remote Possibility* 

Despite his study, however. 
Condon leaves some room for 
doubting the conclusions of the 
1433-page report. 

. “I think that there very well 
may be a possibility UFOs ex¬ 
ist, but only if you arc talking 
about the most outside likeli¬ 
hood or remote possibility.” 

He said that the study could 
not completely disprove the 
alleged presence of UFOs just 


because it did not compile any 
hard evidence of their exist¬ 
ence. There were too many re¬ 
ports of UFOs to deny their 
existence, he continued. 

The professor believes, how¬ 
ever, that most Americans now 
accept the conclusions of the 


report and. thus, do not worry L 
about UFOs. f 

One physics student was notlj 
sure, however. “People today 
are more worried about the U 
wa.” he said. “Once the war’s |' 
over, they'll start seeing UFOs’j 
again.”

What was it, that 
strange blue-green ball 
of fire that passed over 
three counties? 

It was originally 
spotted near the 
S n ro psh i re - C h eshire 
border by Dr. Desmond 
Norton, a doctor of 
chemistry and senior 
lecturer in chemistry at 
Denbighshire Technical 
College, Wrexham. 

Dr. Norton, of The 
Rowans,Thrcapwood, near 
Malpas, Cheshire, was 
watching television at 
about 7.15 when he and 
his wife saw the object 
through the window. 

And since a report of 
that sighting appeared in 
the Shrosphirc Star on 
Friday people have been 
phoning him with other 
sightings. 

Dr. Norton, adamant 
that what he saw was 
an unidentified flying 


object of some nature, 
said yesterday it had also 
been seen over Hanmcr, 
Oswestry, Ch urch 
Strctton, Overton, Wem 
and West Felton. 

Ail the sightings were, 
he added, all round the 
same time, 7.15 p.m. 

“There is no question 
of a balloon or anything 
like that,'* he said. 

He has also ruled out 
a meteorite, as it was, he. 
said, travelling too slowly 
in a flat trajectory. 

But two of the people 
who phoned him are not 
that sure. 

Dashed out 

Mrs. Muriel Jones, of 
Brook House, Hanmcr, 
near Whitchurch, said: 
“It was like a ball of fire 
one part, and the other 
part was like a bright 
Ught.” 

She added: “We were 
watching television and 


the curtains were not 
drawn. I just looked up 
and I saw this bright 
light and I dashed out." 

But when she ' got 
outside the object had 
gone. Her husband did 
not sec it. 

Another person who 
saw it, Mrs. Dorothy 
Gregory, of Little-in- 
Sight, Wemsbrook Road, 
Wem, said she saw the 
article in the paper and 
recognised it as being 
what she had seen. 

She agreed with Mrs. 
Jones’s description of its 
shape being like a tadpole. 

The object was also 
seen on Thursday night 
over Prestatyn, Flintshire, 
by Mrs. H. M. Bate, who 
said it was a “brilliant 
electric blue” and had an 
orangcd-colourcd tail.

j; been written about UFOs 
j — Unidentified Flying 
I Objects. 

; This includes, depend- 
i ing on whom you are lis¬ 
tening to, that these ob¬ 
jects arc piloted by little 
green men from Mars, 
come from an undersea 
base or from inside a 
hollow earth, or contain 
time-travellers from the 
future. 

However. In the opinion of 
two prominent scientists in¬ 
terested in what's come to 
be called Ufology, the ex¬ 
cesses of the UFO nut fringe 
should not be allows to ob¬ 
scure the fact that such. 
things actually do exist. 

At least, James McDonald 
and J. Allen llynek say it is 
highly probable that UFOs 
exist. 

Mr. M Donald, who is sen¬ 
ior phyr'eist at the Universi¬ 
ty of Arizona's Institute of 
Atmospheric Physics, argues 
that the most plausible UFO 
theory — and he emphasizes 
that word theory — is that 
they are surveillance craft 
| from outer space. 
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Dr. Hynck. herd of the as¬ 
tronomy department at 
.Northwestern University and 
for some 20 years chief 
scientific consultant on 
UFO's to the United Slates 
Air Force, told me that he 
considers 20 per cent of the 
sightings urexplaincd and a 
major challenge to science. 

Both these scientists 
stressed that contrary to a 
fairly wide-spread impres¬ 
sion, the well known Condon 
Report on Unidentified 
Flyi|*>£>bjc< ts did NOT de¬ 
bunk UFOs once and for all. 
As a matter of fact, the re¬ 
port conceded that in a reli- 
tivcly few eases, there is ev¬ 
idence UFOs arc real. 

' Satellites 

• The Condon Report was 
commissioned by the U.S. 
Air Force under a $300,000 
grant to the University of 


Colorado, and was prepared 
by a committee of scientists 
headed by noted physicist 
Edward Condon. 

Though the committee con¬ 
cluded that most UFOs are 
unrecognized natural objects, 
conventional aircraft, optical 
effects due to temperature 
inversion, weather balloons, 
space satellites, and similar 
' phenomena, it recorded sev¬ 
eral sightings which could 
., not be discredited. 

One such sighting, consi¬ 
dered substantial by scien¬ 
tists McDonald and Hynck, 
is a classic case on May 11, 
1950. It was introduced in 
the Condon Report as Case 
4G, McMinnville, Oregon. 

The sighting, reported by 
a farmer named Paul Trent 
and his wife, occurred at 
about 7.4$ p.m. 

The witnesses described a 
“metallic - looking, disk 
shaped object” that swooped 
over their house, hovered for 


a few moments and then 
streaked away. 

. Characteristically, the 
UFO made no audible sound 
and, in the witnesses' words, 
was "very bright — aimost 
silvery." 

It appeared to be unmis¬ 
takably a erMt with some 
sort of superstructure. Asked 
by the Condon committee in¬ 
vestigator about his idea of 
the object's identity, the 
farmer said: "I thought it 
was a secret American 
craft" 

The witnesses took two 
photographs of the object 
williin 30 seconds. These, 
among the best UFO pic-, 
turcs, received meticulous 
scrutiny by the Condon com¬ 
mittee investigators, as did 
the witnesses themselves. 

Were the pictures re¬ 
touched? Was there any ev¬ 
idence the object was a hand 
model hurled into the air to 
appear to be a craft in 
flight? Were tho weather 
conditions at the time and 
place of the sighting consis¬ 
tent with what tho photo¬ 
graphs showed (c.g., the 
amount of daylight, the 
cloud formations, etc.)?

Were the witnesses per¬ 
sons of good reputation? 
Was there any evident mo¬ 
tive for a hoax? 


The Condon committee 
concluded: “One gained the 
impression that the witness¬ 
es were industrious farm 
people not given to unusual 
pranks . .. 

"And it is unexpected that 
in this distinctly rural at¬ 
mosphere in 1000, one would 
encounter a fabrication in¬ 
volving sophisticated trick 
photography." 

The photographs showed 
an object, obviously manu¬ 
factured (rather than a na¬ 
tural phonomcnon such as a 
meteorite), estimated to be 
about as big as a largo 
house, with what looked like 
a conning tower on top and 
a protrusion which could be 
an antenna. 

The Condon Report, based 
on the most critical official 
study of UFOs yet made; 
came to this provocative 
conclusin about tho Mc¬ 
Minnville, Oregon sighting: 

“This is one of the few 
UFO reports in which all 
factors investigated — geo- 
metric, psychological and 
physical — appear to ba con¬ 
sistent with tho assertion 
that an extraordinary flying 
object, silvery, metallic, 
disk-shaped, tens of meters 
in diameter and evidently 
artificial, flew within eight 
of two witnesses.”

Mrs. Beulah Brown, of 
Wantage, called the police 
when she saw lights break 
up in a shower of sparks. 

PC George Brooks, who 
received her call at Wantage 
Police Station, looked high - 
in the sky and saw “a small 
yellow point of light" travel¬ 
ling from the north towards 
the south east.

And there Is 
still a hard core of belie¬ 
vers who hold the un¬ 
shakable view that man¬ 
made devices arc not the 
only things flying around 
in space. 

At least some hold the 
equally unshakable view 
that astronauts are sight¬ 
ing more and more U.F.Os. 

One Is Mr. Kevin Arnett, 
a lecturer of an Australian 
U.F.O. research society. 

In the society’s publica¬ 
tion, Australian Flying 
Saucer Review. Mr. Arnett 
poses the question: "Are 
the astronauts seeing 
U.F.Os?” 

“The answer to this per¬ 
tinent question is a re¬ 
sounding ’yes’," wrote Mr. 
Arnett. "And this is no 
mere speculation.” 

The society, in fact, 
claims that astronauts 
have now sighted moro 
U.F.Os than any other 
single professional group. 

The record, the society 
says, was previously held 
by airline, military, and 
air-force pilots. 

The society, and others 
like It, might be accused of 
reaching its conclusions by 
default, due to a wall of 
official silence. 

Space officials are reluc¬ 
tant to even confirm U.F.O.- 
slghtlngs by astronauts, let 
alone speculate or discuss 
publicly what they mean. 

But there Is sufficient 
documented evidence, ac¬ 
cording to the society, to 
leave a large question mark., 
over what is really happen -1 
ing. 

Mr. Arnett examines 
some of the evidence. Not 
long after Major White’s 
eerie encounter, American 
astronaut Gordon Cooper 
startled ground crews at 
the Muchea space-tracking 
station in Western Aust¬ 
ralia. 

On, his fifteenth orbit. 
Cooper reported that a 
glowing green light, with 
what appeared to be a red 
tall, was approaching his 
spacecraft. The mystery 
object was never identified. 

In 1965 James McDlvitt 
and the late. Edward White 
— the first U.S. astronaut • 
to make a space walk — 
observed a U.F.O., which 
McDivitt later described aj 
a "cylindrical object that 
appeared to have arms 
sticking out of it”

Space officials suggested i 
it may have been the un- I 
manned satellite Pegasus, I 
but McDlvitt himself ques- ;

Later In 1965 astronauts ' 
James Lovell and Frank ‘ 
Borman sighted an un¬ 
identified object on their 
second orbit. 

Borman reported to 
ground control: “We have a 
bogey at 10 o’clock high.” 

“Bogey" Is the official 
Jargon of the U.S. Air Force 
for an “actual sighting", but 
neither the National Aero¬ 
nautics ’ and Space Admin¬ 
istration nor the astronauts 
themselves would elaborate. 

Borman later said It was 
for an unidentified object. 

Just as strange was an 
incident back in 1961 when 
a large unknown object fol¬ 
lowed a Polaris rocket as It 
shot skywards from Cape 
Kennedy. 

; Confusion 

The ground tracking sta¬ 
tion was thrown into con¬ 
fusion when their radar 
locked onto the mysterious 
object for 14 minutes. 

Reports by the astro¬ 
nauts were studied In 

detail. The principal lnvcs-. 
tlgator. Dr. Franklin E. 

Roach, a professor in astro- 
geophysics at Colorado Un¬ 
iversity. con<duded: “The 
training andl perspicacity 
of the astronOTts put their 
reports of sightings In the 
highest category of credi¬ 
bility. The unexplained 

sightings... are a chal¬ 
lenge to the analyst.” 

Dr. Roach’s report was 

met with official sceptic- ’ 
Ism. Despite this, the U.F.O. 
believers are unshaken. 

One of their “champions” > 
is a leading U.S. scientist, | 
astronuclear physicist Dr. i 
Stanton T. Friedman. 

In an official report to i 
the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. Dr. Friedman 
noted: "I have concluded • 
that the earth is being vis¬ 
ited by intelligently con¬ 
trolled vehicles whose 
origin is extraterrestrial. 

"This doesn’t mean I 
know where they come 
from, why they are here, or 
how they operate. 

“There are eyewitnesses, 
photographic, and radar 
reports from all over the 
earth by competent wit¬ 
nesses of definite objects,, 
whose characteristics — 
such as manoeuvrability, 
high speed, and hovering, 
along with definite shape, 
texture, and surface fea¬ 
tures — rule out terrestrial ,• 
explanations.”. : . .

The Air Force, which has thrown cold water on hundreds of 
previous “flying saucer" stories, apparently was Impressed by the 
circumstances under which the new sightings were reported by Its 
own personnel.

Two-Crew members told intelligence officers 
that they had seen "flying discs” moving parallel to their, plane 
ot a high altitude. They fixed the time at about midnight. 

Remain Over Wonsan for Fivo Minutes 

“The objects remained with the B-29 over Wonsan for five 
minutes and with the B-29 over' Sunchon for one minute,” the 
Air Force said. • 

While officials declined to elaborate on the bare announcement 
that a full investigation is under way, the open-minded Air Force 
attitude toward the new reports contrasted sharply with the blunt 
skepticism it has voiced about previous sightings of mysterious ob¬ 
jects in the skies. • 

First Saucer Reported in June.' v 19-17 

The first "flying saucer" report was made in June. 1947, by a 
private pilot named Kenneth Arnold, who told reporters he saw 
nine shimmering discs flying at high speed near Mount Rainier.
